The amendment filed on 7/23/08 has been entered. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
The drawing submitted on 1/12/08 does not meet the requirement as indicated in the 
previous office action. In the response filed on 7/23/08, Applicants indicated that a replacement 
will be submitted with labeling to the vertical axes in Figure 3, 6, 7. It is noted the proposed 
changes indicated in the response would be acceptable. Applicants fiirther request clarification 
for the labeling of horizontal axes. All six panels of the graphs in Figure 3, the three top panels 
of Figure 6, and the two panels on the left side of Figure 7 are not labeled for the horizontal axes. 
It would be remedial to include information for the horizontal axes such as "patient response to 
tamoxifen" or the similar to explain what the horizontal axes represent. The objection to the 
drawing is maintained until the replacement is submitted.
